THE MILLENIUM, &c. 


N the firſt day of the fecond 
month, in the year one hundred 

from the commencement of the Mil- 
lenium, not long after the great feaſt 
of Tabernacles that was obſerved with 
ſuch inconceivable joy and magnifi- 
cence at JEHOVAH SHAMMAH, Where 
deputies from all nations met, for the 
expreſs purpoſe of paying their homage 
to the great King over all the earth, as 
had been the conſtant practice ever 
ſince the eſtabliſhment of this glorious 
"0 empire:

practiſe acts of kindneſs and love, 

Thoſe friends, Who were nearly of 
the ſame age and much alike, had a re- 
ciprocal regard for each other, which 
had often been increaſed by pleaſant 
converſation, and friendly behaviour, 
and at this time they ſcemed to meet 
with more than common ſatisfaction ; 
joy ſparkled in their eyes, and pureſt 
pleaſure glowed upon their cheeks, 
and they ſaluted one another in the 
kindeſt manner, and thus began to diſ-

you with pleaſure, but at this time I find 
more than common ſatisfaction in the 
agreeable interview. 

2d Friend. I give you thanks for 
the kindneſs which you expreſs. to 
me, and I can ſay the feelings of my 
heart are the ſame towards you, as 
yours are towards me; I am glad to 
ſee you, and am pleaſed with the 
thoughts of ſpending an hour in your 
company and agreeable converſation, 
for I never am long with you, but I 
find myſelf improved both in know- 
ledge and happineſs. 

1/f Friend. Our kind Creator has 
ſo connected our duty and happineſs 
together, that we cannot communicate 
any good to our fellow creatures, but 
we feel it returned double into our 
own boſoms. If I have at any time 
cauſed you to feel pleaſure in my con-

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verſation, I have derived no leſs ſatis- 
faction from yours, which is in the 


_ higheſt degree pleaſing to my mind. 


2d Friend, ] have been this even- 
ing meditating on the goodneſs of God, 
till I have been loſt in adoration and 
praife, How glorious is God! and 
what great things hath he done, from 
the day when he created man upon 
te satt, dn to theſe glorious times 
in which we live! | 

Theſe are the days of joy and happi- 
neſs, I never can be thankful enough 
that I was born in this pleaſant land, 


and in this glorious period, when the 


Lord has diſplayed his power, and all 
the ends of the earth have ſeen the ſal- 
tion of our God. 

1/7 Friend. The converſation you 
have introduced is delightful: and if 


God commanded his people in the days 


of Moſes, to ſpeak of their deliverance 
out 
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out of Egypt when they lay down, and 
when they aroſe, when they went out, 
and when they came in, whether at 
home or abroad, ſtill to make it 
the ſubje& of their converſation, how 
much more reaſon have we to converſe 
on what our eyes behold!

How exceeding happy 
are we to have our lot caſt in this 
bleſſed ſeaſon, when the Lord reigns 
over the whole earth, and in this happy 
land, wherem he has been pleafed to 
make his fixed abode ! we have reaſon 
to rejoice in the goodneſs of the Lord, 
who hath given us the ſublime plea- 
ſure of ſeeing with our eyes the actual 
accompliſhment of thoſe grand pre- 


B 4 dictions, 
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dictions, that for many ages were 


looked upon as impoſſible to be ever 
fulfilled in the manner that we now 
behold them. : 

24 Friend. Truly what our eyes be- 
hold, is more than a compleat accom- 
plilment of all which God foretold 
by the mouths of all his holy prophets 
reſpecting this happy period. This 
land that was a wilderneſs is like Eden, 
and the deſart is become like the gar- 
den of the Lord; joy and gladneſs are 
now heard therein ; thankſgiving and 
the voice of melody. 

1// Friend. This is the Lord's doing, 
and it is marvellous in our eyes: all 
words fail to deſcribe the beauty of 
the glowing ſcene. Here 1s found no 
barren land, unhealthful waters, or 1n- 
fectious air, no pricking bramble, poi— 
ſonous weed, nor unwholeſome fruit 
grows in the country, no ravenous 


bird 
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bird, voracious beaſt, or venomous rep- 
tile infeſts this happy land: it abounds 
in all the ſolid bleſſings of life, and is 
embelliſhed with all the beauties and 
decorations of nature. There is no- 
thing wanting to conſummate the fe- 
licity of the numerous inhabitants, 
who enjoy uninterrupted peace, health, 
plenty, with the loving favour of God 
their Lord, and of Jeſus Chriſt their 

adorable King. 
2d Friend. Now we ſee Jeruſalem 
builded as a city that is at unity with 
itſelf: and thither the tribes of Jacob 
go up, to teſtify unto Iſrael, and to give 
thanks unto the name of the Lord. 
And not only do we lee the tribes of 
the Lord go up, but all nations of the 
earth aſſemble there every year, to 
worſhip the great King over all the 
earth, JEHovan God of Hoſts, and ta 
keep the feaſt of tabernacles. Now the 
B 5 watch- 
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watchmen of Zion ſee eye to eye, all 
teachers are exactly agreed in doctrine; 
there is perfect unity and compleat 
harmony; no animoſities now vex 
the church, nor wars waſte mankind ;

And the 
vaſt increaſe of amiable children of both 
ſexes, educated in the moſt excellent 
manner, is truly delightful; our ſons 
are as plants grown up in their youth; 
our daughters are as corner ſtones, po- 
liſhed after the ſimilitude of a palace. 
Our garners are full, affording all man- 
ner of ſtore; our ſheep bring forth 
thouſands and ten thouſands in our 
ſtreets: our oxen are ſtrong to labour: 
there is no going in nor going out, 
there is no complaining in our ſtreets. 
Happy are we, ten thouſand times 
happy that are in ſuch a caſe, yea, 
happy are the people of this land, 
whoſe God is the Lord. This is our 
bleſſed condition! What would for- 
mer generations have given to have 
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been bleſſed with one tenth part of 


the favours that we enjoy? And be- 
ſides all other bleſſings, we are filled 


with gladneſs and thankfulneſs of 


heart, ſo that we enjoy without the 


leaſt repining the great goodneſs which 
. God: hath beſtowed-on us. There is 


nothing to imbitter our joy; all is de- 


lightful, our ſouls are as watered gar- 
dens, and we ſhall ſorrow no more at

2d Friend. God has made his mercy 


known unto us, and bleſſed us in a 


glorious manner, and hath cauſed his 


face to ſhine upon us. His way is 
known upon earth, and his ſalvation 
among all nations. The people of the 


world praiſe God, yea, all the people 
praiſe him. The nations are glad and 


- ſing for joy: for the Lord judgeth the 
people righteouſly, and governs the 


nations upon earth. The earth now 
yields

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yields her increaſe in the greateſt plen- 


ty, with but little labour, ſuch vaſt 


harveſts reward the tiller's gentle toil, 


as would in former ages have been 


quite incredible. The land that was 
formerly barren, and would ſcarce 
yield ten fold, now yields two hundred. 
God, even our own God, bleſſes us 
abundantly, and all the ends of the 
earth fear him, and give glory to his 
great name. 


1// Friend. The wilderneſs now is 


become a fruitful field, the defart 


bloſſoms like a roſe; the glory of 
Carmel and Sharon is given to it ; the 


barren ſands are transformed into fruit- 


ful plains, and the wilds and waſtes 
are full of inhabitants: and where nei- 
ther men nor beaſts could formerly 
exiſt, now the country is full of well 
built cities, pleaſant villages, and fer- 


tile fields, which laugh with abund- 


ance, 
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ance. Where thorns and. briers uſed 
to grow, now beautiful firs and plea- 
fant myrtles have come up in their 
room, and are to JEHOVAH for a name, 
and a perpetual ſign that ſhall not be 
cut off. The moſt delightful brooks 
and ſtreams of living water, now 
glide through the barren deſarts (where 
the thirſty travellers ſo frequently pe- 
riſhed, as well as their camels, with 
thirſt, heat, and fatigue) whereby the 
whole face of the country is changed 
and highly fertilized. The earth now

1/7 Friend. If it is agreeable to you, 
we will take a walk along the ſhores 
of the eaſtern ſea, formerly called, the 
Dead Sea, and behold the wonders 
wrought there by the power of God, 
which are matters of ſuch amazing 
aſtoniſhment to all the world. 
2d Friend. With all my heart; for 
I have long wiſhed to walk round that 
ſea, and behold that fruitful reſervoir 
of fiſh, from whence this country 1s 
ſo richly ſupplied with the beſt of fiſh 
of all ſorts: and though ſuch numbers 
of fiſhermen are conſtantly ſpreading 
forth their nets, and drawing out 
fiſh in amazing quantities, yet there is 
ſuch an infinite increaſe, that there is 
a greater plenty now than ever, and 
not 
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not the ſmalleſt apparent diminution 
takes place, but quite the contrary: 
which is wonderful, conſidering the 


" continual ſupply that is drawn from 


thence. | 

1// Friend. The little tour that we 
are going to take will require about 
twelve days. It is two days journey 
from this place to the neareſt part of 
the ſea, and it will require about eight 
days journey to ſurround it at our lei- 
fure, and in our return, we will viſit our 
friends at Jehovah Shammah, in doing 
which we ſhall have the higheſt plea- 
ſure and ſatisfaction, both in behold- 


ing, contemplating, and diſcourſing on 


the works of God, and having oppor- 


tunities of ſeeing the happy eſtate of 
man under the preſent glorious go- 
vernment. When ſhall we ſet out on 

this pleaſant journey ? 
24 Friend. To morrow at the riſing 
of. 
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of the ſun, if agreeable to you, for I 
can ſoon be ready, and my heart glows 
at the idea of what we ſhall ſee and 
enjoy by the way. In the mean time 
we will now ſeparate a little while to 
make the needful diſpoſitions for this 
agrecable tour: therefore adieu for the 
preſent. 


FIRST DAY'S TOUR. 


The next morning theſe two friends 
met juſt at the riſing of the ſun, to ſet 
off on their journey; the morning was 
without clouds, as beautiful as can 
be imagined, and the air was perfumed 
with the ſweet fragrance of flowers, 
and filled with the lovely melody and 
warbling of the moſt beautiful birds.

The 
highways were formerly ſo infeſted by | 
robbers, plunderers, and murderers, 
that there was no ſafety in travelling, 
but now we may walk all theſe ways 
by night and by day, without the 
ſmalleſt obſtruction or the leaſt dan- 
ger. All we meet or overtake are our 
friends, and the lovers of our Lord: 
and into whatever houſe we enter, we 
are received with all the tokens of love 
and affection. The very air we breathe 
is love, and all our labour is delight- 
ful. 

1// Friend. I have been informed, 
that in former ages there were' not 
only very few people of ſerious piety 
in the world, but that even thoſe few 
were greatly divided among them- 
ſelves, and that not only in leſſer points, 

: but 


co 
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in the more eſſential matters of reli- 
gion; and frequently, as J have read, 
thoſe who profeſſed to be miniſters of 
the goſpel, oppoſed and cenſured one 
another; but now Zion's watchmen 
ſee eye to eye, they lift up the voice, 
together do they ſing in the ways of 
the Lord, they all ſpeak the ſame 
thing, there is no diviſion among them, 
has: are perfectly joined together in 
the ſame mind, and in the ſame judg- 
ment. Thoſe millions who believe, 
are all one, as the Father and the Son 
are one, they are of one heart, and one 
ſoul, one mind, one judgment, and 
one accord. There is no uncertainty 
in the ſound of the goſpel which the 
miniſters preach, nor the leaſt diſagree- 
ment in their doctrine. Go where you 
will, into the numerous houſes and 
places of public worſhip, and you ſhall 
hear nothing but peace and harmony, 

love 
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love and good will, unity of doctrine, 
and the moſt ſolemn and glorious man- 
ner of divine ſervice. | 
24 Friend. Theſe bleſſings were all 
foretold by the inſpired prophets, as 
we read in the words of holy writ, 
but people in former ages paid ſo little 
regard to them, that they not only ex- 
plained them away themſelves, but if 
it happened that any one ventured to 
believe them true, according to their 
plain obvious ſenſe, he was ndiculed 
and treated with the greateſt con- 
tempt. 

1// Friend. How aſtoniſhing was 
that! for what could have' been their 
thoughts of God's truth and faithful- 
neſs ? For from the very nature of the 
Great Supreme, it was evident that his 
promiſes mult have been actually ful- 
filled, as he made them freely, without 
which there could have been no ex- 

pectations 
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pectations formed from them; but to 
ſuppoſe, that after the higheſt ideas 
had been raiſed in the human mind, 
by the gracious and encouraging words 
of God, that he would totally diſap- 
point them, by not performing what 
he had promiſed, was ſuch a diſho- 
nourable thought of the infinitely wiſe, 
juſt, and good God, that it appears al- 
moſt impoſſible to us, who live in this 
glorious age, to imagine how it could 
have prevailed in the world. 

2d Friend, Bleſſed be God, thoſe 
dark and dreary times are long fince 
gone; we now ſee his divine power 
diſplayed in ſuch a glorious manner, as 
formerly could hardly have been con- 
ceived, And the journey we are now 
taking, will afford us much delight and 
ſatisfaction, as we ſhall have an oppor- 


tunity of contemplating the wonders 
of 
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of God, and ſeeing with our own eyes 


the ſcriptures of the prophecies ful- 
filled. 


They had not proceeded far, when 


looking on their right hand, they ſaw 
a beautiful paſture where a rich variety 
of flocks and herds were feeding to- 
gether; the graſs was green, beauti- 
ful and flouriſhing, and the ſheep with 
their ſnowy fleeces ſeemed almoſt to 
cover the plain, and the pretty lambs

cubs, young lions and fatlings, tigers 
and ſheep, and all forts of beaſts, both 
of the field and foreſt, eating in the 
moſt friendly manner together, or 
wantonly playing with each other in 
the moſt harmleſs manner, or lying 
down in the ſame grove, and drinking 
one common ſtream. This beautiful 
view produced the following agreeable 
diſcourſe. 


1/} Friend. See! my dear friend, 


what beauties are here, what wonders 


do our eyes behold! all different kinds 


of animals, feeding, playing, and lying 
down together, without fear or dan- 
ger. This is the work of God indeed ! 

2d Friend. Such was the happy 
ſtate of things, in the day when God 


created man upon the earth at firſt, as 


clegantly deſcribed by the Engliſh poet.

my happineſs. The firſt thing that 
gives me, and all the children of this 
land ſuch joy is, that the bleſſed Jeſus 
now reigns on earth, and has put an 
end to the kingdom of ſin, and the 
horrible empire of Satan. My grand- 
father, who lived before the coming of 
the Lord, has told me ſuch things of 
former times as I could hardly have 
believed, if I had not known that he 
would not utter the leaſt falſhood for 
the world, He told me, that when he

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was young, little children began to 
ſhew the principles of evil as ſoon as 
they could ſpeak; that almoſt all 
children were given to lying, were 
diſobedient to their parents, loved fool- 
iſh ſports and paſtimes, would ſoon 
get angry, and quarrel and fight among 
themſelves, were filled with pride, 
malice and envy, and often would learn 
to curſe and ſwear, and take God's 
name in yain, and ere ſo prone to do 
miſchief that it was almoſt impoſſible 
to reſtrain them, that they were ſo 
ciucl to animals, that nothing gave 
them greater pleaſure than to torture 
them to death in the moſt barbarous 
manner; and not only thoſe that were 
wild and fierce, but thoſe that were 
time and gentle, beſides many other 
crimes which ſome of them were guilty 
of, that my grandfather told me were 
not proper for me ſo much as to know,

2d Friend, I rejoice to hear you 
ſpeak of the goodneſs of the Lord, and 
of his great kindneſs towards you, 
which he has made known in theſe 
happy days; truly you and all little 
children have abundant reaſon to re- 
Joice, give thanks, and ſing, which 
With pleaſure I perceive you do, | 
Chiid, I have been told that in 
former days, when children were wick- 
ed, they were afraid of every thing, 
and lived in almoſt continual dread : 
and no wonder, for they were rebels 
againſt God their Creator ; but now 
J have no fear of even theſe lions and 
tigers: but God hath wrought as great 
a change in them as in us, they are no 
longer 
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longer fierce and cruel, even as we are 
no more perverſe and diſobedient. 

1% Friend. Is that your father's 
ſpacious manſion yonder on the road 
before us, ſurrounded with thoſe beau- 
tiful trees? 

Child. Yes, kind Sir, and I am ſure 
that my dear parents will think them- 
ſelves honoured, if you and your friend 
will ſto> and take ſome refreſhment as 
you paſs by ; for we have enough and 
to ſpare, our doors are always open to 
travellers, and we feel the ſweeteſt 
pleaſure imaginable, in entertaining the 
friends and ſervants of the Lord our 
great King. 2 

1/t Friend. Let us embrace this op- 
portunity of viſiting this worthy fami- 
ly, of whoſe fame T have often heard, 


though never had any particular ac- 


quaintance with them, further thag 


we have ſpoken together when we have 
C6 occa- 
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occaſionally met, eſpecially at the laſt 
-Feaſt of Tabernacles, when the father 
of this child gave me a warm invitation 
to viſit him, which I promiſed to do, 
but have not had a convenient oppor- 
tunity until now. 

Thus ſaying they walked on till they 
came near the hoſpitable manſion ; it 
was a noble building of ſtone, raiſed 
ſoon after the beginning of the Mil- 
Jenium, and built very ſtrong, that it 
might remain during the whole pe- 
riod; for there is now to be no change 
of property, it is not to be ſold for 
ever, neither ſhall enemies any more 
make inroads here, for the Lord hath 
given reſt unto-his people, and nothing 
ſhall henceforth moleſt them.

The leaves of theſe trees are 
ſo highly medicinal, that an infuſion 
made of them ſpeedily cures all difor- 
ders to which the human frame is ſub- 
jet, and preſerves the health and 
ſtrength entire of all who drink of the 
ſame, and is moſt highly delightful 
both to the ſmell and taſte. 
Before they ſat down, the maſter of 


the houſe ſtood and bleſſed the food in

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the name of the Lord, in the following 
manner; O Lord our God, blefled 
be thy name, that thou haſt ſpread a 
table for us in ſo rich and plentiful a 
manner ; thou haſt prepared butter and 
honey for us to eat, and haſt taught us 
to refuſe the evil, and chooſe the good;

loud AMEN, and ſat down in or- 
der, and did eat their food in gladneſs 
and ſingleneſs of heart. There was ſuch 
order, harmony, and love, ſuch an air 
of ferenity and heart-felt pleaſure on 
every countenance, as cauſed univerſal 
gladneſs through all the company; 
but what will be more delightful to 

| hear 
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thou feareſt the Lord, and walkeſt in 
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hear: is the following agreeable con- 
verſation. After they were all ſeated 
in order, the maſter of the houſe thus 
addreſſed the gueſts :

The Lord doth bleſs thee, and will con- 
tinue to bleſs thee out of Zion, and 
thou ſhalt ſee the good of Jeruſalem all 
the days of thy life, which ſhall be 
prolonged like the days of a tree; yea, 
thou ſhalt ſee thy children's children 
to many generations; and peace ſhall 
continue to be upon Iſrael all thy days. 
2d Friend, I heartily join with my 
brother in pronouncing a bleſſing on 
ſueh a family as this. The bleſſing of 
the Lord be upon you; we bleſs you 
in the name of the Lord. Bleſſed are 
ye in the city, when. you go up with 
the tribes of the Lord, to give thanks 
Wos unto 
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unto the. name of the Lord; and bleſſed 
are ye in the field, which the Lord 
hath blefled, and made fruitful unto 
you, whereof ye may eat in plenty, 
and never feel nor fear want or ſcar- 
city. Ye parents of a goodly race like 
yourſelves, ye are bleſſed in the fruit 
of your bodies; ye do not labour in 
vain, nor bring forth for trouble: for 
ye are the ſeed of the bleſſed of the 
Lord, and your offspring with you. 

Vou are bleſſed in the fruit of your 
ground, from which the curſe is re- 
moved; no longer does it bring forth 
thorns and thiſtles, briers and noxious- 
weeds, but laughs with abundance.

I heartily thank you for 
your kind expreſſions, and feel a ſin- 
cere pleaſure in this interview ; I ſhould 
be glad if you could ſtay with us a few 
days, and bleſs us with your good com- 
pany. 

1% Friend. We give you thanks for 
your kind invitation, and doubt not 
but we ſhould enjoy great felicity in 
ſuch a viſit, but we came from our 
houſes this morning with an intention 
to walk round the eaſtern ſea, to be- 
hold the wonders of our God, which he 
hath done, after which we purpoſe to go 
to the city of Jehovah Shammab, and 
{ce ſome of our friends there ; then we 
- 4 intend 
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intend to return home through the 
holy portion: and during the time of 
this journey we have nodoubt of meet- 
ing with many pleaſant ſcenes, and 
having many hours of ſwee tconverſa- 
tion with each other, and with the 
many friends that we ſhall. meet in our 
road, or in the places where we ſhall 
viſit, 

Maſter. Truly, you have an exceed- 
ing agreeable tour before you, and muſt 
have an amazing fund of rational and 
divine entertainment in your journey. 
Vou will ſoon. be out of the poſſeſſion 
of the tribe of Judah, and will come 
into that part of the holy land which 
the Lord hath reſerved for the poſſeſ- 
| fion of the princes; there you will ſee 
the moſt wonderful improvements in 
agriculture and gardening that: ever: 
your eyes beheld ; there are gardens in 
which are all kinds- of. flowers, and all 

ſorts 
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forts of fruits, which delight both ſight, 


ſmell and taſte. You will ſee orchards, 
in which are all kinds of fruit-trees 
that formerly grew in all the different 


climates of the world, all growing and 


flouriſhing together : and foreſts in 
which are all ſorts of different trees 


that are to be found in the world : and 
ſhrubberies in which are every kind of 
ſhrub in the greateſt perfection: and a 
thouſand other beauties that time would 
fail me to deſcribe. Vou will find that 


the princes of our time, in this happy 


country, are far from having that reſt- 


leſs ambition that former princes had; 
they are content with the inheritance 


which the Lord has aſſigned them, and 


truly they have a goodly poſſeſſion on 


each ſide of the holy portion. This is 
their bound, and they are never to 
claim any ſubſidy at all from the people

The be- 
Holding this ancient river, on many ac- 
gounts the moſt wonderful in the 
world, cauſed the firſt friend to break 
that agreeable filence in which they 
had walked ever ſince they left the 
hoſpitable manſion, where they had 
been ſo nobly entertained, and - 
ly delighted. | 

1/t Friend. Seeing this W ans 
cient, and renowned river, puts me in 
mind of the many wonders which have: 
been exhibited here ſince the beginning 
of time; the firſt that demands our 
conſideration, is the driving back of the 
ſtream to afford a paſſage to Joſhua 


and the children of Ifrael, when they 
firſt entered into this land. This was a 


wonderful diſplay of the Divine power, 
and plainly ſhewed that with God no- 
thing 
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thing is impoſſible. This river was 
alſo divided by the prophet Eliſha, 
when he ſmote it with the mantle 
of Elijah, which dropt from him in 
his aſcent to heaven. In this river 
Naaman, by dipping himſelf ſeven times 


at the command of Eliſha, was cleanſed 


from his leproſy; but, above all, in 
this river our Saviour and King was 
immerſed by the hand of St. John the 
Baptiſt, and at that inſtant what won 
ders were diſplayed !

The healing of the dead 
ſea was by the ſpecial appointment of 
God reſerved until the coming of 
Chriſt, and was deſigned to be effected 
by that miraculous river which ſprung 
from under the threſhold of the eaſt 
gate of the temple, when he firſt en- 
tered in thither ; for no ſooner did this 
river touch the fea, but the waters be- 
gan to be healed, and in a ſhort time 
were wholly changed, ſo as to becomeas 
ſalubrious to life as they were deadly 
before; as we ſhall ſee when we come 
to the thores of the ſame.

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By this tirae they were come to the 
bofders of the portion of Judah, and 
entered immediately into the eaſtern 
poſſeſſion of the Prince; for his poſſeſ- 
ſion lies on each ſide of the holy portion, 
which is an exact ſquare. When they 
entered here, they were highly de- 
lighted with the amazing fertility of 
the land, the aſtoniſhing improvements 
in agriculture, and the happineſs of the 
labourers and ſervants of the Prince, 
who were there employed in the moſt 
pleaſing and uſeful labours.

The Prince, beſides allowing them 
wages, gives each family a decent neat 
habitation, and a fertile little ſpot of 
ground to cultivate for themſelves; and 
the greater improvements they make 
the better he is pleaſed with them; 
they enjoy theſe poſſeſſions until the 
year of Jubilee, according to the Lord's 
expreſs determination, Ezek. xlvi. 17. 
at which time they may renew the 
leaſe for forty-nine years more, or re- 
move, and get poſſeſſions of their own 
in any of the adjacent countries. 

The delightful views and agreeable 
ſcenes which they paſſed through this 
firſt day of their journey, may be beſt 
learned from their converſation. 

1// Friend, What a delightful re- 
gion is this! and how wiſely our gra- 
cious Lord has ordered this beautiful 
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glade along by the river Jordan, and 
another valuable tract of land of the 
ſame length on the other fide of the 
holy portion, next to the Mediterra- 
nean fea, to be the fixed poſſeſſion of 
the Prince, and his deſcendants for 
ever ! 

2d Friend. The Lord is wiſe in 
all his ways, and holy in all his works! 
and ſince Jeſus our great and univer- 
ſal Sovereign has begun his reign on 
earth, there is no longer any confuſion, 
diſorder, or oppreſſion. The Princes 
no longer oppreſs the people of the 
land, as in former ages: and this beauti- 
ful inheritance is given unto them, that 
they may never have ſo much as a 
temptation to exact any thing from 
their brethren, nor in the leaſt to op- 
preſs the people. 

1% Friend. This was the deſign of 


God, when he appointed this part of 
the 
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the land for the inheritance of the 
Prince, as appears from the original 
charter, contained in the prophecy of

Ezekiel. 


And a portion ſhall be for the 
Prince on the one fide, and on the 
other fide of the oblation of the holy 
portion, and of the poſſeſſion of the 
city, before the oblation of the holy 
portion, and before the poſseſſion of 
the city, from the weſt ſide weſt- 
ward, and from the eaſt fide eaſt- 
ward: and the length ſhall be over 
againſt one of the portions, from the 
welt border unto the eaſt border. In 
the land ſhall be his poſseſſion in Iſ- 
rael ; and my Princes ſhall no more 
oppreſs my people; and the reſt of 
the land ſhall they give to the houſe 
of Iſrael according to their tribes.

And the ſame is again repeated in 
Chap. xlviii. 21. 22. And the reſi- 


„ due ſhall be for the Prince, on the 
* one tide, and on the other of the 


«© holy oblation, and of the poſseſſion 
of the city, over againſt the five and 
twenty thouſand toward the eaſt 
border, and weſtward over againſt 
„the five and twenty thouſand to- 
ward the welt border, over againſt 
«© the portions for the Prince: and 
it ſhall be the holy oblation, and the 
« ſanctuary of the houſe ſhall be in 
e the midſt thereof. Moreover from 
„the poſseſſion of the Levites, and 
* from the poſseſſion of the city, 


* being in the midſt of that which is 
„ the 
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< the Prince's, between the border of

Judah, and the border of Benjamin 
ſhall be for the Prince.“ 
The Prince having this ample poſ- 


ſeſſion is forbidden to alienate it, or to 
have any poſseſſion among the tribes. 
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Thus faith JEHovan Elohim ; If 
the Prince give a gift unto any of 
His ſons, the inheritance thereof ſhall 
be his ſons : it ſhall be their poſseſ- 
ſion by inheritance. Rut if he give 
a gift of his inheritance to one of his 
ſervants, then it ſhall be his to the 
year of liberty; after, it ſhall ret urn 
to the Prince: but his inheritance 
ſhall be his ſons for them. More- 
over the Prince ſhall not take of the 
people's inheritance by oppreſhon, to 
thruſt them out of their poſseſſion; 
but he ſhall give his ſons inherit- 
ance out of his own poſseſſion; that 
my people be not ſcattered, every 
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man from his poſseſſion.“ Chap. xlvi. 
x6 29, 15. 

Theſe juſt and equitable laws, give 
the Princes a glorious poſseſſion, while 
they equally ſecure the people in the 
enjoyment of their inheritances. Thus 
tyranny, injuſtice, and oppreſſion, are 
known no more. The reign of righte- 
ouſneſs is now fully come. The king- 
dom is the Lora's ; and he is the governor 
among the nations. 

2d Friend. We may very eaſily 
diſcern that this land 1s under the beſt 
and mildeſt government, and the moſt 
equitable Jaws, by its amazing fertility, 
and the happineſs of its inhabitants. 
For oppreſſion turns the moſt fruitful 
land into a barren ſoil, while on the 
other hand, the moſt barren land grows 
fertile under a mild and good govern- 
ment. How highly cultivated and fer- 

tile 
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tile is this poſſeſſion of the Prince! 


What orchards of all kinds of fruit 
growing together all the year round ! 
Here 1s that plant of renown, the bread 
fruit-tree, which alone prevents all fear 
of famine and hunger for ever ; as a 
ſmall number of theſe trees, which 
may be planted in a few hours time, 
upon a quarter of an acre of ground, 
will yield bread enough for the ſupport 
of a largs family. This famous tree 
was for many ages confined to the 
countries and iſlands in the Southern 
Ocean; and then with great difficulty 
brought to the. Weſt Indies, and plant- 
ed there; but now it will grow in all 
countries without much care or labour; 
and here ſee how it grows in the moſt 
luxuriant manner; and yields a moſt 
aſtoniſhing quantity of food! 

The. palm-tree, was formerly a na- 


tive of this land, and was, taken toge- 
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ther, the moſt valuable tree in the 
world, as it produced both food, drink, 
cloathing, and many uſeful articles, in- 
ſomuch that it was obſerved by an an- 


cient poet, 


«© The Indian tree alone, 
& Ts meat and trencher, drink and can, 
4 Boat, cable, fail, and needle, all in one.“ 


It uſed to be affirmed, that a veſsel 
might be completely built, rigged, pro- 
vided, and freighted with this tree and 
its produce. But this valuable tree was 
then reared and nurſed with great dif- 
ficulty, and had many enemies; but 
now it grows every where, beautifying 
and enriching the country. The fig- 
tree, the olive-tree, and the fruitful 
vine, thoſe former tenants of this land, 
now flouriſh here in a manner that 
they never did before; yielding their 
fruit in the greateſt plenty, all the year 
round, by which all ſcarcity 1s for 

ever 
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ever prevented. The apple-tree, the 
peach-tree, the pear-tree, the plumb- 
tree, the cherry-tree, the orange-tree, 
and all the fruit-trees here flouriſh to- 
gether in the moſt glorious manner. 
And in theſe beautiful parks all ſorts of 
trees are planted and flouriſh, as God 
promiſed by the -prophet Iſaiah long 
ago, ſaying, ** I will plant in the wil- 
& derneſs the cedar, the ſhittah tree, 
and the myrtle, and the oil-tree: I 
„ will ſet in the deſert the fir-tree, 
and the pine, and the box-tree to- 
«© gether: That they may fee, and 
& know, and conſider, and under- 
„ ſtand together, that the hand of 
% IRHOoVAH hath done this, and the 
Holy One of Iſrael hath created 
n xl 19; 236: 

Here we may ſatisfy ourſelves, by 
beholding that prophecy fulfilled. 
Theſe are the works of the Lord, and 
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ſhall remain as ſigns that cannot de- 
ceive, and which ſhew that all God's 
words ſhall be accompliſhed. 

1/} Friend. Behold alſo the fields, 
from which they have gathered in ſuch 
a rich harveſt, and are now plowing 
and ſowing again ! the plenty which 
the earth yields, fulfils the words of 
the prophets.

Here they walked along by the 
ſweeteſt groves of all ſorts of trees, 
pleaſant both to the fight and ſmell; 
and on the other hand, were gardens, 
vineyards, olive yards, and orchards of 
all kinds of fruits, in the higheſt perfec- 
tion. The river was in fight, at a little 
diſtance from the road on the left hand, 
and which added greatly to the beauty 
and variety of the ſcene, cloſe by the 
river fide was planted a row of trees, 
Which 
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which ſending down their roots to the 
water, were always ſupplied with 
abundant moiſture, and flouriſhed and 
| ſpread themſelves abroad in a moſt 
beautiful manner. Theſe trees were 
planted by the order of the Prince foon 
after the diviſion of the land, and being 
now nearly an hundred years old, they 
were grown toa great height, and con-

way, greatly rejoicing in the goodneſs 
of the Lord, and giving thanks to his 
holy name. 
By this time the ſun had riſen to its 
meridian height. Its rays however do 
not in theſe ages, as in former times, 
beat with violence upon the heads of 
the travellers, and cauſe them to ex- 
perience pain or danger. 

No more does the ſun ſmite by day, 
or the moon by night. The influences 
of the heavenly bodies are all highly 
favourable to life, health and happineſs, 
Men may now labour all day expoſed 
to the direct rays of the ſun, and feel 
no harm, nor fear any danger. 

Now the friends aſcended a piece of 
riſing ground within view of the river, 
and behold, before them a beautiful 


palace appeared in fight ! this belonged 


to one of the ſons of the prince, to 
whom 
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whom his father had given this north- 
ern part of his portion for a poſſeſſion, 
The prince's fon made this his princi- 
pal reſidence, and he was there at that 
time. This young man feared the 
Lord, and ſerved him daily in a moſt 
delightful manner. He had made him- 
ſelf well acquainted with the ſacred 
pages, and the divine precepts were as 
familiar to him as his own name. This 
ornament of human nature ſpent no 
money in gaming, encouraged no box- 
ing, fighting, nor horſe racing; never 
fatigued himſelf and his horſes in cruel- 
ly hunting defenceleſs animals. His 
palace was never filled with riotous 
perſons, nor was obſcenity, drunken- 
neſs or debauchery ever known there. 
No profane language was ever uttered 
by either maſter or ſervants. The 
name of Gop was not ſo much as 
mentioned without the deepeſt rever- 
ence, 
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ence, and moſt profound reſpect. This 
young prince, for ſuch we may call 
him, was poſſeſſed of all princely vir- 
tues. He was juſt; he ran into no 
vain expences, which might involve 
him in debt, and thus torment his 
mind, and make his friends concerned 
for him. He contracted no debts with- 
out neceſſity, and then never beyond 
what he was able to pay before the re- 
turn of the year, without either calling 
on his father or the people for aſſiſt- 
ance, or diſtreſſing the pooreſt of his 
tenants or ſervants. No man that did 
a day's work for him went home with- 
out his reward, and he was not above 
ſeeing him paid with his own eyes. 
He behaved in ſo juſt and upright a 
manner, and yet ſo affable, that all who 
had any concern with him revered his 
very name. None of his tradeſmen 
ever complained of his keeping them 

Poor, 
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poor, or neglecting to pay their bills; 
and on their parts they never over- 
charged him, being always ſure of their 
money whenever they pleaſed; nay, 
the Prince took ſuch delight in juſ- 
tice and equity, that he would have all 
their bills regularly paid every quarter; 
by which regularity his affairs were 
never the leaſt embarraſſed. The 
Prince being thus ſtrictly juſt and re- 
gular, and living conſiderably within 
his income, had it in his power to be 
generous. Generoſity is a princely vir- 
tue; but it is a diſgrace for a man, ei- 
ther prince or peaſant, to pretend to 
be generous, unleſs he be juſt. He 
that does not pay his debts, has no 
right to give away the property of 
others, nor . make a vain parade with 
what is none of his own. Theſe are 
the maxims of our happy times, ver 
different from what prevailed even ſo 
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late as the eighteenth century, when 
many perſous, and even princes, ſet no 


Hounds to their expences, who would 


have been poor enough but for the 


property of others, which they got 


into their hands in a way that our 
princes would reje& with deteſtation. 
*The doors of the Prince were always 


open to the traveller, the ſtranger, and 
the poor; a plenteous meal of plain 
Wholeſome food was daily provided for 

their accomodation ; and if they nee- | 
ed cloathing, it was always ready 1s: 
them. If they had any petitions 
to prefer to the Prince, they might 


have acceſs to him. No haughty me- 
als guarded their maſter like a ſtate 


priſoner, refuſing admittance to all 


thoſe who could not afford them a 


large fee at the door. The ſervants of 


this Prince were quite of a different 


turn; they were contented with the 


Wages 
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wages he allowed them, and never le- 
vied contributions upon thoſe who en- 


tered the doors of the palace. They 
knew their maſter's will, and they 


faithfully performed it. 
This Prince was in ſhort, juſt what 


a prince ſhould be, an example in word 


and deed to all about him. It would 
have formerly been thought impoſſible 


for a Prince to have employed his 


time, without the amuſements of gam- 


ing, racing, hunting, going to balls, 
plays, aſſemblies, maſquerades, routs, 


operas, &c. &c. &c. but ah! how were 
thoſe princes to be pitied, who lived 


in thoſe corrupt and degenerate ages, 


who never were taught how to em- 
ploy their time, and who always hved 
in hurry, buſtle, confuſion, uproar, 
and wild diſorder ! How happy are the 
princes of our days, and how many 


- agreeable ways they have of ſpending 
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their time ! This Prince, for inſtance, 
always riſes a little before fix in the 
morning, or ſoon enough to lee that 
grand and noble fight, ſo ſeldom be- 
held by princes in former ages, viz. 
the riſing ſun. While he 1s putting on 
his clothes, a devout attendant reads 
the laſt account from the holy moun- 
tain, or what we may call the general 
orders of the great King in the camp 
of the ſaints; which laws daily go forth, 
and are diſperſed throughout the land 
and the world, by means of that noble 
art of printing, which was diſcovered 
to prepare the way for theſe times, 
and chiefly with a deſign to be employ- 
ed in the ſervice of the great King. 
As ſoon as he is dreſſed, he calls his 
houſehold into the chapel, where a 


ſel ct portion of the Scriptures are 


read, and the orders for the day ; then 
a divine ſong of praiſe and thank {giv- 
ing 
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ing is ſung, by all preſent, after which 
ſolemn prayers are offered up, for the 
proſperity of the great Sovereign, and 
the happineſs of all his ſubjects 
throughout the world. This ſervice, 
which laſts about an hour, from half 
paſt fix till half paſt ſeven, is more ra- 
viſhing and delightful than tongue can 
expreſs. The hour of praiſe and ado- 


ration being over, the ſervants retire 


to their ſeveral departments, and the 
Prince goes into his ſtudy, and em- 
ploys himſelf for half an hour alone, 
in what manner he thinks proper, 
until breakfaſt is prepared, which need 
not here be deſcribed. This takes 
up an hour, during which time, if he 
has no company, one reads to him the 
Gazette, printed at JEHOVAH SHAM- 
MAH, or Jeruſalem, which is now the 
largeſt city in the world, being ten 
miles ſquare, In this Gazette, there 
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are no party ſquabbles, no falſhoods, 
but moſt entertaining accounts of ri- 
vers breaking out in the wilderneſs, 
and ſtreams in the deſert, of the thirſty 
land becoming a pool, &c. of the ſpread- 
ing of the knowledge of God, and the 
aſtoniſhing fruitfulneſs of the earth 
fince the curſe has been removed, and 
the amazing increaſe of the inhabit- 
ants, and many other articles of the 
like nature, which might formerly 
have been looked upon as fables, and 

fictions, but are now known as facts. 
After breakfaſt, the Prince goes 
out to view his happy labourers, to 
bleſs them in the name of the Lord, 
not to ſcold, ſwear at them, nor curſe 
them; they are glad to fee him, for 
they are all faithful ſervants, and not 
eye fervants. They receive his bleſ- 
fing with joy, and return the ſame 
with heart-felt affection. He ſurveys 
their 
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their works, gives orders for farther 


improvement. And as he delights in 


agriculture or huſbandry, having made 
it his particular ſtudy, he ſometimes 
amuſes himſelf by joining them in their 
delightful labours for an hour or two, 
which he finds to be much more plea- 
ſant and healthy, than it would be to 
dance all night in a heated room, full 
of offenſive exhalations, and then to go 
out in the cold air, which uſed to kill 
many outright in thoſe miſerable ages, 
when ſuch amuſements were practiſed 
by way of exerciſe. 

About noon he returns to his palace, 
and goes into his ſtudy, here the beſt 
books in all neceſſary, pleaſant and 
uſeful ſciences, containing the lateſt 
improvements, and the full perfection 
to which the arts have arrived in this 
bleſſed age, invite his attention. And 


here alone he might delight himſelf 
E 4 for 
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for many years, in the moſt charming 
manner ; infinitely ſuperior ſuch joys 
as theſe, to the dull unmeaning diver- 
ſions of the card table, which formerly 
uſed to ſpoil all converſation, and al- 
moſt render men as ſtupid as apes. 
About one o'clock dinner 1s prepar- 
ed; conſiſting of ſome of the beſt fiſh 
produced by the eaſtern ſea, prepared 
various ways, ſo as to ſuit the taſtes 
and appetites of all the company who 
dine with the Prince, which frequently 
is large; for he keeps an open table, and 
is full of hoſpitality. Beſides 6ſh, there 
is generally ſome choice meat of vari- 
ous kinds, but fleſh is not eaten in that 
abundance that it formerly was, eſpe- 
cially in ſome countries. But there is 
an amazing plenty of the choiceſt 
vegetables all the year round, freſh | 
gathered out of the gardens and the 
fields; ſuch vegetables as are far ſupe- 
rior 
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rior to what could be produced in for- 
mer times; and the ſame kinds that 
were formerly uſed, are now vaſtly 
| tweeter, freſher, and more delightful 
to the taſte, than formerly, and be- 
fides, they have loſt all their diſagreea- 
ble qualities, ſo that they agree with 
all perſons. The choiceſt and beſt 
bread that ever was eaten, of various 
kinds, is brought daily to the table of 
the Prince. There is no ſuch thing 
as adulterated bread in theſe days. 
The bread fruit, which is now com- 
mon, and which moſt people prefer to 
the beſt wheat bread, is always at the 
table of the Prince. Thus fruit ſeems 
to have been created with a particular 
view to theſe and the following ages, 
when the earth is to be full of people, 
for there never can be any danger of 
famine while this continues ; for this 


tree yields ſuch amazing quantities of 
= fruit 
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fruit, that a few acres planted with it, 
would ſupply a large city with bread ; 
and nothing more is neceſtary to pre- 
pare the fruit for uſe, than to roaſt it 
with fire; ſo that it is almoſt literally 
food without labour. The drink at 
the table of the Prince, is the beſt 
wine produced by the choice grapes 
of this happy country, whoſe moun- 
tains are ſo covered with vines, that, 
by a beautiful figure, they may be ſaid 
to drop new wine, as the prophets of 
old propheſied, ſpeaking of theſe days, 
« And it ſhall come to paſs in that 
day, that the mountains ſhall drop 
« new wine, and the hills ſhall low 
ec with milk, and all the rivers of Ju- 
«© dah fhall flow with waters, and a 
„% fountain ſhall come forth from the 
© houſe of JErovan, and ſhall water 
the valley of Shittim.“ Joel, iii. 18. 
All whack we now ſee fulfilled. 
Beſides, 
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Beſides wine of various kinds pro- 
duced by grapes, the Prince has ſtore 
of various liquors produced by other 
fruits of the land, but no diſtilled li- 
quors whatever, theſe being prejudical 
to health, and are apt to intoxicate; 
neither is drink allowed to be made of 
any grain, Which was intended as the 
food of men and beaſts; but was for- 
merly ſtrangely perverted from its ori- 
ginal deſign, in order to furniſh the 
means of intoxication and drunken- 
neſs. 

The Prince has alſo at his table dai- 
ly, a quantity of water out of that river 
which flows forth from the houſe of 
the Lord, and which empties it ſelf into 
the eaſtern ſea. This water is of that 
nature, that it cures every ſymptom of 
diſeaſe, and it inſtantaneouſly quenches 
the moſt raging thirſt; ſo that as a 

E 6 common 
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common drink, there is nothing in 
the world that fully equals it; though 
at this time all the rivers, ſtreams, 
fountains, wells, and ſprings on earth, 
are by the removal of the curſe, and 
the divine bleſſing of the Lord, which 
now 1s plentifully given, rendered far 
more ſalubrious and pleaſant than the 
very beſt of waters uſed formerly to be. 
But the water of this wonderful river 
has the pre-eminence above all others, 
After dinner, there is ſuch a rich 

variety of the choiceſt fruits as beggars 
all deſcription : 

The bluſhing peach, full grown in open day, 

And rich Pomona's various fruitful ſtores, 
| Heap'd with unſparing hand upon the board. 
Rich neCtarines, and plumbs, of every kind, 

Pears, cherries, apricots, and ſtrawberries, 

Choice melons, oranges, and richeſt pines, 
The moſt delicious fruits of every realm, 


All meet and flouriſh in this happy clime, 
Where now, tis ſmiling ſummer all the year, 


After 
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After dinner the Prince and his 
gueſts go into the chapel, where they 
| adore the great Creator for his good- 
neſs; and hear ſome ſelect portions of 
the ſacred Scriptures read ; and then 
for about half an hour, they are en- 
tertained with the choiceſt concert of 
vocal and inſtrumental muſic that can 
be conceived ; the Prince himſelf join- 
ing in the chorus, praiſes God with all 
his heart. By this time it is three 
o'clock. The Prince then moſt com- 
monly takes his company into his gar- 
den, which for its beauty, is like the 
garden of Eden, where the firſt pa- 
rents of the human race were placed 
in their innocency.

This 
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This deſcription, grand as it 1s, does 
by no means come up to the grandeur, 

beauty, and plenty of the young Prince's 
garden. It contains many acres of 
land, and is divided into four quarters; 
in one of which are contained all the 
different kinds of fruit-trees m the 
world, arranged in the moſt beautiful 
order, and in the midſt of them, one of 
thoſe trees that grow all along on the 
banks of that wonderful river, which 
iſſues from under the ſanctuary. In 
another quarter of the garden, are col- 
lected and arranged all the beautiful 
flowers in the creation, and they flou- 
riſn perpetually all the year round. In 
the third quarter are all the uſeful ve- 
getables, growing in the moſt ample 
order. In the fourth quarter, are all 
ſorts of trees and ſhrubs that can be 
found upon the globe, more than fix 
thouſand different kinds. Such a gar- 


den 
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den as this 1s almoſt an infinite ſource 
of delight. It is the whole vegetable 
creation in miniature: In this delight- 
ful paradiſs, the young Prince invites 
his gueſts to walk for an hour or two, 
and here they converſe upon the works 
of creation, providence, and redemp- 
tion, the wonders of this glorious pe- 
riod, and a thouſand other entertaining 
and agreeable ſubjects, which are both 
pleaſant and profitable, and for which 
they never can be at a loſs, where ſo 
many thouſand objects invite their at- 
| tention, . and awake their gratitude. 
Sometimes they almoſt forget them- 
ſelves, and how the time paſles, till the 
ſetting ſun warns the Prince that his 
labourers are returning from their em- 
ployments; then he comes out of his 
garden, and his ſtewards pay them their 
wages, then ſet milk, butter, cheeſe, 


bread, and fruit; before them and with 
| thankful 
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thankful hearts they eat and drink, 
and then return to their reſpective 
homes; no quarrelling, brawling, 
contention, or diſſatisfaction is found 
among them, they go ſinging and re- 
joicing home, where their families, 
with ſmiles on their faces, and glad- 
neſs in their hearts, cordially receive 
them. There are no ſour looks, nor 
harſh words; all is love and mildneſs, 
innocence and heart-felt pleaſure, 

But to return to the Prince ; he now 
goes once more to the houſe of praiſe 
and prayer: he finds the ſervice of 
God the moſt pleaſant and delightful 
exerciſe in the world, as it always was 
to thoſe who loved God truly, and 
ſerved him ſincerely, and with their 
whole hearts. In the evening ſervice, 
which is rather the longeſt in the day, 
as the cares and labours of the day are 
over, and give more leiſure, the Prince 


himſelf 
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himſelf ſtands up and enumerates the 
mercies of the day paſt, and gives 
thanks to the Lord in the moſt delight- 
ful manner. There is then a new 
concert of muſic, which is generally 
accompanied with many fine voices ; 
and all the Prince's muſicians are per- 
ſons of the moſt exalted but unaffected 
piety ; ſo that the muſic is a thouſand 
times ſweeter, and more heavenly, and 
conſequently a thouſand times more 
charming and delightful than it was in 
former times, when it was rare to find 
any muſicians, but ſuch as were wick- 

ed, profane, and trifling perſons. 
After this moſt agreeable ſervice is 
over, they enter into a beautiful apart- 
ment, where they fit and diicourie in 
the moſt pleaſant and agreeable man- 
ner until ſupper 1s prepared, which 1s 
exactly at eight o'clock The table is 
ſet forth with great plenty of whole- 
{ome 
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ſome food, light and eaſy of digeſtion. 
The Prince, as maſter of the family, 
bleſſes the ſood, and with the greateſt 
kindneſs and affability, invites the 
gueſts to partake of what is before 
them. At ſupper much agreeable con- 
verfation is introduced, but all with 
ſuch decorum, that no anger, wrath, 
or any thing of the kind appears; all is 
love and friendly intercourſe ; and ſo 
delightful is the manner and matter of 
this famihar table-talk, in which each 
bears a part, that all at table ſeem 
charmed and raviſhed with the mental 
entertainment, more than with the 
excellent food prepared for their re- 
paſt. Hts 
At nine they riſe from table, and 
return. to the apartment, where they 
ſpend an hour as they pleaſe, in read- 
ing the late publications, in converſa- 
tion, in any thing that is generally 
| agreeable, 
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agreeable, ſo that there is no uneaſineſs, 
ſtiffneſs, or wearineſs in the whole 
ſcene. At half after ten, the Prince 
retires to his bed chamber, meditates 
on the divine goodneſs, undreſſes and 
goes to bed, where, with a mind full of 
happineſs, he falls aſleep, and dreams 
of everlaſting joys to come, of which 
what he now poſſeſſes, are only a fore 
taſte. This is a haſty ſketch of the 
manner in which this young Prince 
paſſes his time, but many variations 
from this plan take place according to 
circumſtances, as muſt be ſuppoſed, 
Now let any one ſay, whether the 
princes of our age want any vain 
amuſements to kill their time, and 
waſte their precious hours, which glide 
ſo pleaſantly away, and paſs without 
wearineſs or anxiety ! 
As the two friends approached this 
palace, the Prince beheld them and 
ſent 
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ſent a meſſenger to invite them to 
dine, and ſpend the remainder of the 
day with him; which invitation they 
thankfully accepted, as they had a 
great deſire to ſee the beautiful garden 
above deſcribed, and to behold the order 
of the young Prince's houſhold, and the 
diſcretion with which he manages all 
his affairs. As they paſſed the re- 
mainder of their firſt day's tour with 
the Prince in the manner that has 
been briefly ſet forth above, we ſhall 
here take our leave of them for this 
night, and leave them to enjoy a ſweet, 
ſerene and pleaſant repoſe, in a cham- 
ber which opened directly to a part of 
that beautiful garden, where they had 
walked and cenverſed with the Prince 
in the afternoon, with ſuch inconceiva- 
ble ſatisfaction and heart-felt joy, 
which to deſcribe is impoſſible.
